Applicant submits that the Election of Species requirement should be withdrawn because the originally presented claims covered both of 
these species, and therefore multiple searches should have been conducted that covered both species. However, the originally claims did 
not recite a shutter fitted within the developer outlet. 

Regarding claims 27 and 28, Applicant submits that packing member (85) cannot read on a shutter because the shutter operation relies 
on another part, a screw, for support. However, nothing in the claim requires that the packing member not be supported by another part. 

Regarding claim 33, Applicant submits that sheet (95) cannot read on a shutter member because it cannot be fitted to sleeve (84). 
However, in this embodiment and with respect to claim 33, the developer outlet is shown by reference numeral (92) and sheet (95) is fitted 
to the outlet (92), as shown by figure 12.. 
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
